OAKLAND'S CARD GIVEN UP TO THE MODER- 
ATE CLASS HORSES THROUGHOUT. 

Tony Faust Proves a Surprise and Wins a Capital 
Race— Only One Real Favo- 
t.i ite Succeeds. 



San Francisco, Cal., April 3 — Another all-selling- 
racp card was decided al Oakland today. Fields 
were big and well balanced and a remarkably inter- 
esting afternoon’s racing developed. The best at- 
traction was reserved for the last. Nine good sprint- 
ers lined up for this five and a half furlongs dash. 
Victory went to S. Hildreth's Tony Faust after 
a sensational struggle, remarkable for tlie kaleido- 
scopic shifting of positions in the final sixteenth of 
the journey and the fact that not one spectator in 
a thousand guessed the identity of the leading horse 
at tlie end. so swift and sudden was his descent 
upon the scene. 

Only one pronounced favorite. Little Siss in the 
opener, was successful, yet every winner was un- 
qualifiedly the best horse iu his respective race. 
The defeat of the five false favorites of the ring- 
made kind occasioned no surprise. Yankee Daughter, 
at 15 to 1. was a conspicuous example of a horse 
ijuotcd at absurdly overlaid odds. 

Niblick scored at the right moment for James 
Boden and his friends in tlie third. 

A. G. Blakeley has announced the sale, without 
reserve of the following horses in the paddock at 
Oakland next Friday, at 12:30 p m.: Owen. Erlict. 
Chaplet. Harry Rogers. Blue Heron and Gaticn Lass. 

W. W. Finn, manager of the coming race mo-t- 
ing at Salt Lake City, arrived at Oakland today, 
and will spend the coming week exploiting his meet- 
ing. Many horsemen have signified their intention 
to race at Hie Mormon track.

Robert F. Leighton will manage the coming race 
meeting of sixty days at Victoria. B. C. June 3 is 
the date set for the opening. 

Frank Skinner, who is well qualified to act. will 
till the office of presiding judge, with Frederick 
Mulbolland as assistant, ami Samuel McGildiou will 
serve as clerk of the scales. Both men are highlv 
tried. 

Barney Sobrciber and E. Trotter will ship a con- 
signment of horses to race on the Texas circuit.

The card was well balanced throughout. 

Pretension appeared to have little chance in the 
first race after tile field had gone tile first quarter, 
tiut lie made up ground like a flash after passing 
the far turn and. hugging the inside rail when turn- 
ing for home, passed into an easy lead in the final 
sixteenth, winning going away. Redondo was an 
easy second over Velma C. 

When Third Rail won the last race the boy on 
Alma Boy lodged a complaint of foul against tin 
winner, lint the judges, after deliberating over the 
matter for at least five minutes, finally decided to 
allow tlie race to stand as It was.

OFFENDERS BARRED AT JACKSONVILLE. 



Jacksonville. Fla.. April 5. — The Florida State 
Breeding Bureau received an addition today in the 
G. W. Johnson stallion. Jack McKeon. Tlie latter 
won the breeders’ purse, the conditions of which 
stipulated that tlie winner was to liei-ome the prop- 
erty of tlie association, which in turn would donate 
the horse to the breeding bureau. Tlie state has now 
three stallions in their bureau — Clifton Forge. Ex 
poet to Sec and Jack McKeon. It is tlie purpose of 
tlie association to give these races quite frequently 
for tin- remainder of tlie meeting. 

To* lay’s program was productive of good racing. 
A majority of the races produced interesting contests 
:tnd iu two of them close finishes resulted. Favor- 
ites. however, were liowled over with naiuful regu- 
larity. Chief Hayes being the only winning choice 
of the afternoon. Tlie latter was priffiably the 
heaviest-backed horse that has gone to tlie post at 
flic inerting. He was backed from K to 5 to 3 to 3. 
and won iu a ranter after working ltis way up on 
tlie outside. There was a suspicious. looking betting 
angle to the race. 

Cloist cress, which opened a strong second choice, 
receded to 6 to 1 at post time. This mare has been 
one of tlie most inconsistent performers at the meet- 
ing. tslie won tlie first time out. Hien came 
hark and showed a poor performance and followed 
it up with a good one when she beat some of tlie 
liest horses that have started at. either Tamna or 
Jacksonville this winter. In today’s race Cloister- 
ess ran well for about three furlongs and then quit, 
finishing last but one and beaten off at the end. 
Her owner. L. C. Shobe. was called into the stand 
after the nice, and his explanation was evidently 
unsatisfactory to Hie officials, as a ruling was issued 
at the conclusion of Hie day’s sport which ordered 
that entries from the Shobe stable be refused until 
the investigation of Cloisteress’ races is concluded 
Shots' displayed a ticket which showed that he had 
wagered j 1 00 on his mare at odds of 3 to 1, but 
the money was het tn G. D. Bryan’s isxiks. Tlie 
latter is the owner of Chief Hayes, tlie horse whirl! 
won the race in which Cloisteress was beaten off 
so this did not improve matters any for Shobe. 

Another ruling was handed out today which nrac 
tically brought banishment from the local track 
at least for P. S. Smith and M. Michaels. Smith 
and Michaels have been mixed up all winter In the 
ownership of the two three- year-olds. Font and 
Eustacian. The ruling of Hie judges says that after 
caretui investigation they find that the horses run 
ning under Smith's name and also under Michaels’ 
are under the care of a man named Scott, who was 
refused all privileges by one of the eastern jockey 
club tracks for practices prejudicial to the best in 
terests of the turf, and that, moreover, horse: 
were run In the names of Smith and Michaels when 
in reality the interests were identical, although no 
record of this fact had been filed with the secretary 
of Hie association. Tlie judges recommended that 
all badges issued to both these stables be recalled 
their entries refused and that they be denied tic 
privileges of training on the course and allowed a 
reasonable time to vacate their stalls. All of this 
practically means a suspension. Michaels is a New 
Yorker and for years conducted the peanut stand 
privileges on Hie big metropolitan courses, while 
Smith has a trading stamp business in Havana. 



RACERS ABANDON MONTGOMERY PARK. 



Memphis. Tenn., April 3. — A special train carry 
ing more than Its) thoroughbreds, including eight or 
ten candidates for tlie Kentucky and La ton in Derby* 
left Montgomery Park tonight for Louisville. The 
consignment, with the exception of two small stahb-s 
leaving for Pimlico this week, leaves Montgomery 
Park without runners in training for the first time 
in thirty years. Tlie gates of the track are closed 
to thoroughbreds for the first time since the late 
Colonel H. A. Montgomery, founder of the park 
announcing at the time that it .would be a tier 
netua) home for thoroughbreds and their owners and 
help. Announcement is made that the historic 
course, where the Tennessee Derby was annually 
run. will in the future be devoted to harness racing.
